Council approves 
water commitment

Lompoc Citv Council last night ten­ 
tatively committed the city to receive up 
to 2,500 acre feet of water from the State 
Water Project by the year 2000. 
The city stopped short of making the 
absolute, formal commitment it will 
have to provide sometime next year. 
Last night’s resolution, passed 3-1 with 
Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz against, 
stated Lompoc, “ has the present inten­ 
tion of taking all action necessary’’ to 
join in a contract with Santa Barbara 
County to bring in an initial 780-acre-foot 
supply by 1986. 
Lompoc now supplies residents with 
water pumped from five city wells It is 
estimated the city will use between 3,300 
and 3,500 acre feet of water this year and 
there has been growing concern over the 
annual overdraft in the Lompoc Valley — 
calculated at 3,000 acre feet. 
Under the proposal, Lompoc would 
contract to purchase a share of water 
from the Santa Barbara County Flood 
Control and W ater Conservation 
District. The county district already is 
contracted with the state for water and 
would increase its allotment. 
City Attorney Alan Davidson has es­ 
timated the purer state water would cost 
roughly $432 an acre foot in 1977 dollars. 
The half-hour debate last night 
centered not so much on whether the city 
would make the preliminary commit­ 
ment for a maximum 2,500 acre feet of 
water, but on whether that was all the 
city wanted. 
“ I ’ve had some second thoughts,” said 
city Water Commissioner Ed Rodgers, 
“ and I think maybe we didn’t commit for 
enough. I think we should take 3,500 feet. 
“ People are going to be standing in 
line for this water because they are 
under-committing in the South.” 
But, Councilman Joe Valencia led a 
small coalition concerned about the 
price of the state water. 
“ We have a problem with the price of 
water the way it is now,” Valencia 
plea (ted 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers es­ 
timated “ In today’s dollars we are talk­ 
ing about a 50 to 75 per cent increase” in 
the cost of water. 
City Water Commission Chairman 
Jack Meyers stood firm with the 2,500- 
acre-foot recommendation the Water 
Commission made to the city. 
“ We have looked at growth, we have 
looked at the potential for growth in 
Lompoc at a future date and it is our un­ 
derstanding that our recommendation

can be increased at a later date — 
although it may be more expensive 
then,” Meyers told the council. 
City Attorney Alan Davidson said the 
city commitment is based on anticipa­ 
tion that Vandenberg Village and Mis­ 
sion Hills — believed to be intercon­ 
nected in the same water table Lompoc 
draws from — also will commit for state 
water. If not. the city attorney said Lom­ 
poc probably will ask for more. 
Of the city's proposed maximum 2,500- 
acre-foot allotment, Davidson said about 
one-third would be consumed or 
evaporated. The remaining two-thirds 


would go through the wastewater treat­ 
ment plant and return to the water table. 
With state water, the city attorney said 
Lompoc would not be pumping 2,500 acre 
feet from the underground and further, 
would be returning 1,675 acre feet of 
water to the water table — a net annual 
savings of 4,175 acre feet to the water 
table 
Without a supplemental source, it is 
feared the quality of the city’s already 
hard water would further deteriorate. In 
addition, if the water table dropped low 
enough, there is a remote danger of salt 
water intrusion 
Consumer prices increase 
0.3 per cent in August 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Consumer 
prices rose 0.3 per cent in August — the 
smallest increase in nine months — 
reflecting moderate food price increases 
and the year’s first drop in mortgage 
rates, the Labor Department reported 
today. 
The m onthly increase, which 
translates into a 3.4 per cent annual rate, 
compared with increases averaging an 
annual rate of 9.4 per cent during the 
first half of 1977 
Following a 0,4 per cent increase in Ju ­ 
ly, August brought the smallest monthly 
rise in consumer prices since November, 
1976 This cooling trend was good news 
for President Carter, who has promised 
inflation will not exceed 6.5 per cent in 
1877. 
The recent moderation of inflation has 
produced an annual inflation rate of sl­ 
ightly more than 5 per cent over the past 
three months — about half the rate set in 
the first quarter of the year. 


Although August’s 0.3 per cent in­ 
crease in food prices exceeded a 0.1 per 
cent increase in July, it was a moderate 
rise in comparision to monthly increases 
as big as 2 per cent earlier this year. 
Other commodities also rose 0 3 per 
cent. 
Mortgage interest rates declined for 
the first time in 1977, which helped to 
ease the recent inflationary trend in the 
cost of services. Service prices rose 0.5 
per cent in August, the smallest increase 
in eight months 
The Consumer Price Index stood at 
183 3 in August, meaning goods and ser­ 
vices costing $100 a decade ago now cost 
$183 30 This reflected an increase of 6.6 
per cent over last year. 
The August increase, combined with a 
decline in average weekly earnings, non­ 
etheless managed to further erode the 
buying power of the average American 
worker. Real spendable earnings 
declined 0.6 per cent in August.

North county water purveyors last 
night filed commitments for state 
project water, raising the quantity thus 
far spoken for, to within a whisker of the 
quantity necessary for a viable county 
project. 
Latest to commit for portions of the 
county’s ultimate entitlement of 57,700 
acre feet of state water, were the City of 
Lompoc, 2,500 a.f.; and the City of Santa 
Maria, 7,000 a.f. Both actions were taken 
at city council meetings. 
The actions bring the Record’s unof­ 
ficial totals thus far committed to 22,100 
a.f. 
Charles Lawrance, engineer-manager 
of the County Water Agency, has said 
there would have to be commitments for 
about 60 per cent of the ultimate entitle­ 
ment before he would consider the state 
water project a viable one for the 
county. Lawrance was in Sacramento to­ 
day and not available for comment in the 
light of what amounted to a flurry of 
commitments during the past week. 
In addition to the commitments of last 
night and those announced in Tuesday’s 
issue of the Record, there are several 
possible and likely commitments, ac­ 
cording to various sources. 
Boyd Bettencourt, secretary of the 
Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District, said his board of directors 
would meet on Sept. 30 to take action on 
what could be a commitment of as much 
as 4,000 a.f. of the county’s entitlement. 
Bettencourt said the amount would serve 
as an available umbrella for the three 
purveyors, Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District, Improvement District 1, 
and Buellton Community Services, 
District. At the same time, Bettencourt 
said the total could be increased if any of 
the purveyors decided it needed more of 
the state water. 
There was still no evaluation today of 
the resolution approved Monday night by 
the Goleta County Water District Board 
of Directors. The directors spelled out a 
need for 1,500 a.f. of supplemental water 
immediately, but declined to specify the 
source. At the same time, the directors, 
left it up to a vote of the people to decide 
how much water they would need over 
the bare need of 1,500 a.f., based on their 
feelings about growth. 
In their view it would take another 
1.500 a.f. to meet the needs of an annual 
growth factor of .5 of one per cent; 3,000 
a.f. for a growth factor of one per cent. 
Still not heard from today were Park 
Water Co., supplier of water for 
Vandenberg Village; and Mission Hills 
Water Co., supplier for Mission Hills. 
However, engineers for Park were 
known to be working on estimates for the 
combined need that could approach 500 
а.f. of supplemental water annually. 
Spokespersons for the water agency to­ 
day said they were awaiting word on a 
commitment from Southern California 
Water Co. The company supplies water 
to a number of areas. 
Commitments as outlined in Tuesday ’s 
Record are Vandenberg Air Force Base, 
б,000 a.f.; Santa Barbara city, 2,100 a.f.; 
Carpinteria Water District, a maximum 
of 2,700 a.f. annually by the year 2000; 
Summer land Water District, a max­ 
imum of 300 a.f.; La Cumbre Mutual 
Water Co. (Hope Ranch area); 1,500 a.f. 
Still to be considered is the area 
around the City of Santa Maria Gordon 
Gill, deputy city administrator, said the 
unincorporated areas were believed to 
be in need of about half as much as the 
amount committed by Santa Maria 
itself. 
If that latter possibility proves true, it 
would raise the total commitments 
above the 28,800 a.f. of commitments, 
Gill said the city had considered neces­ 
sary to make the water project viable. 


becoming budget director, will release 
his resignation statement to reporters 
before Carter’s scheduled 5 p.m.

The source told U PI: 
"The reason for the delay was Bert 
and LaBelle felt that they would like to 
have Clark Clifford (Lance’s lawyer) 
help them with his statement and Mr. 
Clifford was not going to be getting in un­ 
til after 2 p.m. EDT. 
“ It means that Bert had been putting 
his own thoughts down, and a statement 
would be forthcoming shortly before the 
news conference.” 
Lance, confronted anew by charges 
which conflict with his sworn testimony 
before a Senate committee, met twice 
with Carter earlier today — then went 
back to his office to begin writing his 
resignation statement. 
About 1:15 p.m. Lance and his wife 
entered the White House hand-in-hand 
for the talk with Carter. 
An hour later, Lance and his wife left 
the West Wing of the White House and 
embraced. Mrs. Lance then entered 
their car and Lance strolled slowly to the 
Executive Office Building, inside the 
White House complex. He was grim­ 
faced and had no comment. 
The afternoon meeting occurred in a 
tense atmosphere at the White House as 
grim-faced aides and speech writers 
scurried back and forth from the office 
of press secretary Jody Powell. 
Lance met early today — before 
breakfast — with Carter at the White 
House, but few details of that meeting 
were disclosed. 
“ I don’t know what they said, ” Powell 
told reporters. But when asked if Lance 


had offered to resign, Powell said, “ not 
that I know of.” 
The latest charges against Lance con­ 
tend that he attempted to clear up some 
past banking problems 12 days before his 
appointment as budget director. 
The pre-breakfast meeting with Lance 
followed a Monday ni#it discussion 
Carter had with Senate Democratic 
leader Robert Byrd. Byrd said today he 
talked about the Lance affair with 
Carter, but declined to say whether he 
was holding to his earlier opinion that 
Lance should resign. 
Byrd said Carter and Lance “ will be 
best aided by silence” rather than con­ 
tinuing public comment “ by outsiders 
on the question. 
As Byrd spoke on Capitol Hill, Sen. 
Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz., told reporters 
at the White House he believed Lance 
had “ vindicated himself, but I think he 
would hurt the president if he stayed.” 
Goldwater, leaving a breakfast for 
Republican senators hosted by Carter, 
said, “ I think for the good of the presi­ 
dent, that he (Lance) should resign.” 
Sen. Charles Percy, who attended the 
breakfast meeting with Carter, said he 
had no indication whether a decision on 
Lance was imminent. 
Lance apparently met with Carter 
before the breakfast for the Republicans. 
Carter was sure to face questions on 
the new Lance disclosures at his after­ 
noon news conference. 
The Senate Governmental Affairs 
Committee, which conducted nine days 
of hearings on Lance, released the sworn 
testimony of Michael Patriarca, an at­ 
torney in the comptroller of the curren­ 
cy’s office, Tuesday. 
H Street plans 
get council's OK

The city Public Works Department 
didn’t like it and the state may not ap­ 
prove it, but City Council last night ap­ 
proved plans for three 80-foot left turn 
lanes for the North H St. improvement 
project. 
At the last council meeting, city staff 
presented plans for the 100 and 200 blocks 
of North H Street which included 120-foot 
left turn lanes to accommodate up to six 
cars at a time. The plans called for three 
left turn pockets this size with the fourth 
left turn lane — from North H Street to 
Ocean Avenue — at 180-feet. The 
remainder of the blocks between the turn 
lanes will be covered with an eight-foot- 
wide cement median. 
Councilmen Joe Valencia and Charles 
Ward claimed the medians were shorter 
and the left turn lanes longer than the 
original plans council okayed earlier in 
the year. 
The two councilmen argued the longer 
left turn lanes would allow dangerous 
mid-block left turns Valencia asked for 
plans with 80-foot left turn lanes which 
Public Works Director Barry Gustafson 
warned were insufficient. 
Last night Gustafson proposed council 
okay the 120-foot lanes with double sets 
of double yellow lines to render mid­ 
block left turns illegal. He also disclosed 
the state standard for turn lanes is 150 


feet — North H Street is also state 
Highway 1 — which neither proposal 
satisfied. 
“ However, until we submit plans,” 
Gustafson said, “ we don’t know what the 
state will accept. 
“ But the longer turn lanes would be ap­ 
propriate especially in the face of in­ 
creasing traffic in Lompoc in the next 
few years.” 
But neither Valencia nor Ward would 
buy Gustafson’s argument 
Valencia initially moved for the 80-foot 
lanes and Ward seconded the motion 
“ for the sake of discussion.” After 30 
minutes of discussion, the motion passed 
3-1 with Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz 
alone in opposition. 
Almost lost in the left turn debate were 
beautification additions also approved in 
the motion The $37,500 worth of colored 
sidewalks, driveways and curbs and gut­ 
ters, benches and ballards brought the 
final cost of the two-block project to 
$103,500. 
Gustafson this morning said his staff 
was doing the final work on the plans 
before submitting them to the state. He 
said the city tentatively plans to have the 
project under construction by late March 
or early April. Expected to take two 
months to complete, the improvements 
should be done in time for scheduled 
state improvements on H Street next 
summer.

The economics of a paramedic 
program are scheduled for discussion 
tomorrow night by the Lompoc Hospital 
District Board of Directors. 
Its regular monthly meeting begins at 
7:30 p.m. in the hospital conference 
room 
Since the board last met, Hospital Ad­ 
m inistrator W illiam Diebner has 
reported that the proposed paramedic 
program could cost the hospital $40,300 
in equipment and staffing. 
Monitoring and communication 
devices would be required for the 
emergency room doctor to give instruc­ 
tions to ambulance paramedics ad­ 
ministering aid in the field, usually to 
heart attack victims. 
Also, because the board has expressed 
concern about the self-insured hospital 
increasing its malpractice liability by 
going paramedic, Diebner said an in­ 
surance policy would cost $160,000. 


The policy would cover all phases of 
hospital operation, as well as the 
emergency room. 
In sum. Diebner estimated the total 
cost to the hospital of a paramedic 
program at $202,300. 
The board has discussed possibility of 
the district raising hospital fees or the 


current tax rate of 20 cents per $100 as­ 
sessed valuation. 
Lompoc District’s acute hospital 
operates in the black, at a surplus, but its 
Convalescent Care Center consistently 
does not generate the income to cover its 
expenses 
Lompoc resident Alberta Morgan has 
started circulating petitions in support of 
the paramedic program. She appeared 
before City Council last night to request 
again that it help fund the program. 
“ I don’t think it’s going to help any,” 
however, Mayor Charlotte Benton said 
today. "The money (for the paramedic 
program) would have to come from the 
hospital and the county.” 
By law, the city has no obligation to 
fund such a program, Assistant City Ad­ 
ministrator Bob Livingston said. 
“ Even if we paid for it,” Coun- 
cilmember Charles Ward said, “ The 
hospital probably wouldn’t want it” 
because of potential lawsuits resulting 
“ in the event their emergency room doc­ 
tors don’t work properly with the 
paramedics.” 
Hospital directors have also 
questioned the need for paramedic ser­ 
vices in the Lompoc area, where most 
residents could be rushed to the hospital 
in the event of an emergency, to receive 
full care there rather than interim care 
in the field 


Lompoc teen honored 
for saving man's life 


School films on resuscitation and a cool head in an accident 
situation last May combined to save a life and earn 17-year-old 
Kathy King a certificate of commendation from the California 
Highway Patrol Tuesday. 
Miss King, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Robert E. King of Lom­ 
poc, was honored by Lt. R.A. Dzamba in a special ceremony at 
the Buellton CHP station in the presence of her parents and 
CHP officers. 
Lt. Dzamba noted Miss King’s only training in mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation came from watching films on the subject 
while at school. 
“I asked her if she had ever practiced resuscitation before the 
accident,’’ Dzamba said. “Her answer was she hadn’s ever 
done it before And yet, she was able to save the victim’s life.” 
After expressing appreciation for Miss King’s control of the 
accident situation, Lt. Dzamba presented her with the cer­ 
tificate which read: 
‘This award is presented in recognition of your actions on 
May 4. 1977. You were at the Union gas station at Constellation 
Boulevard and Apollo Way when you observed a Chevrolet van 
back into a pedestrian, knocking him to the ground. 
“You determined he was unconscious and not breathing. You 
directed an attendant to call for an ambulance while you ad­ 
ministered mouth-to-mouth resuscitation until you restored the 
victim's breathing. 
“You have shown great concern for your fellow citizen and 
are a credit to your community. You are commended for the 
outstanding heroic act.” 
SM Valley water 
quality worsening 


“Groundwater quality has 
deteriorated significantly in 
some areas of the Santa Maria 
Valley duriqg the past two 
decades’’ concludes a new 
report prepared by the U.S. 
Geological Survey. 
The report has a different 
em phasis from the Toups 
report of 1976, said County 
W ater A gency E n gin eer— 
Manager Charles Lawrance, in 
that it “speaks to water quality 
and has a later date on it.” 
E n titled “ E valuation of 
Groundwater Quality in the 
Santa Maria Valley,” the 7 2 - 
page document says the water 
degradation “ has not resulted 
from neglect or from misuse of 
wastewater.” 


Much of the high concentra­ 
tion s of n itro g en in the 
groundwater is from fertilizers 
used for agricultural irrigation 
and is further aggravated by 
declining supplies. 


In fact, the report says that 
since 1930 the volume of water 
recharging the groundwater 
basin has been less than the 
volume pumped by about 10.000 
acre feet per year 


The engineers found several 
ar:as within Santa Maria 
Valley having as much as 50 
milligrams per liter of nitrogen 
concentrations, “and most of 
the w a ter pum ped from 
aquifers.. has nitrogen con­ 
centrations in excess of 10 
milligrams per liter.” th e U.S. 
E nvironm ental P rotection 
Agency recommends a limit of 
lOmg/L of nitrate as nitrogen 
for drinking 


“An apparent solution is to 
use the available water supplies 
as effectively as possible and 
accept certain rates of degrada­ 
tion until either water can be 
imported from areas where it is 
both plentiful and of very good 
quality or technology improves 
sufficiently to improve the 
quality,” the report states. 
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Recharge of the groundwater 
basins occurs naturally by rain 
and the Santa Maria River and 
by the Santa Maria Wastewater 
Treatment Facility and irriga­ 
tion, among other sources. 
The Water Agency staff has 
a lso com p iled ad d ition al 
findings on supply options for 
the valley, which includes the 
city of Santa M aria and 
Guadalupe. Orcutt, Sisquoc and 
Lake Marie. 
The figures are the first 
phase of options compiled by 
consultant CDM, Inc. and the 
Water Agency staff to give 
water purveyors information to 
decide on whether or not to 
com m it them selves to im ­ 
porting from the State Water 
Project. 
Groundwater is the main 
source of supply now and in the 
future, according to the figures. 
Groundwater availability in the 
valley stays at 90.000 acre feet 
per year through the year 2000 
The first option to come in 
(1980) could be reclaim ed 
wastewater of about 5.000 acre 
feet per year with possible 
State Water coming in about 
1990 at 7,200 acre feet per year. 


Lawrance notes in his ex­ 
planation of the figures that 
totals represent “what could be 
available, given prime resource 
dev elopment c o n d itio n sN o 
new water sources are given for 
1980 “since it was assumed that 
no major project could be com­ 
pleted or made operational by 
then ” 
Other options plugged in by 
1990 include weather modifica­ 
tions. watershed management, 
and new dams 
Total water supplies that are 
possible with all these options 
start with the 90,000 acre feet 
per year in 1980. going to 128.932 
in 1990 and 142.000 in the year 
2000 


In com parison, demand 
predictions are made from the 
Toups report figures, showing 
an average yearly demand of 
113.000 acre feet for 1980, 
115.000 in 1990 and 117,500 in 
2000 A high growth rate of 2 18 
per cent and a low rate of one 
per cent was used 
The findings of the Phase I 
study are designed for the goal 
of voting on the State Water 
Project in November 1978

Lompoc City Council moved 
last night to ease the restric­ 
tions and possibly free $30,000 
in Block Grant funds to assist 
housing re h a b ilita tio n in 
designated areas within the 
city 
The Block Grant monies have 
accrued over the last two years 
in a city housing rehabilitation 
program stymied by its own 
rules. Although the city has 
processed a number of applica­ 
tions for loans to refurbish 
homes, no loans have been 
granted. 
It was suggested last year 
that if the program was not suc­ 
cessful in another year, the 
funds be re-allocated for other 
purposes. But state and federal 
pressure to apply Block Grant 
monies to community housing 
needs spurred the city proposal 
to redraw the rehabilitation 
program guidelines. 
Assistant to the Community 
Development Director Conrad 
Montgomery presented a three­ 
pronged proposal to open up the 
program. 
First, the plan expanded the 
eligible rehabilitation area in 
the c ity . A co lo red map 
Montgomery used to illustrate 
the idea showed the qualified 
area in the city almost doubled. 
Next, the plan modified the 
program to allow tenant- 
landlord loans. Montgomery 
said the majority of city hous­ 
ing which needed work was 
absentee landlord homes.

Koreans leave return 
decision to Tongsun Park 


— By-Bgrt?.ei, Griffin Bell to launch 
comprehensive crime fight 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
South Korean government ap­ 
parently is leaving it up to 
Tongsun Park to decide wheth­ 
er to return to the United States 
to face federal indictments and 
questions about buying in­ 
fluence on Capitol Hill. 
South Korean Foreign Minis­ 
ter Park Tong-jin emerged 
Tuesday from a 70-minute 
meeting with Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance and told reporters 
it would be better for U S - 
South Korean relations to “ put 
an end to this as soon as possi­ 
ble in a friendly way.” 
But asked if Park would 
return to Washington, the 


foreign minister laughed and 
said, “ Well, I have to see how 
he feels about it. It ’s up to 
him.” 
The meeting did not bring a 
solution any closer, the Korean 
official said. 
"To prolong this situation 
would certainly not help our 
two countries in promoting 
friendly cooperation in the 
future,” he said. 
’"‘ark faces a 36-count federal 
indictment in connection with 
alleged efforts by the Korean 
CIA to influence U.S. policy 
toward South Korea. Park fled 
Washington to London last year 
and returned to Seoul last 
Eleanor Roosevelt's 
last wishes told 


NEW YO RK (U P I) - Elean­ 
or Roosevelt once asked that 
her wrists be opened when she 
died “ for fear of being buried 
alive,” according to her son 
Elliott. 
Roosevelt w rites of his 
mother in a new book. “ Mother 
R: Eleanor Roosevelt’s Untold 
Story.” Excerpts from the book 
are appearing in the October is­ 
sue of M cCall’s. 


Roosevelt said his mother, 
her body wracked by tuberculo­ 
sis just before her death at 78 on 
Nov. 7, 1962, wanted to be 
allowed to die. When she was 
hospitalized in September of 
that year she had “ so many in­ 
jections that the nurses had to 
search for areas of unscarred 
skin,” Roosevelt wrote. 


“ Believing it was nonsensical 
to go on any longer, she spat out 
the pills she was handed, or 
held them under her tongue.” 
After three weeks of hospital­ 
ization. Mrs. Roosevelt was 
sent home to her New York 
apartment. 
Roosevelt describes sitting in 
his mother’s room, holding her 
hand as she lay sleeping, only 


rarely stirring into conscious­ 
ness. He wrote, “ Once, at the 
thrust of yet another hypoder­ 
mic. I watched her wake and 
mutter, ‘Let me die.’” 
A month later, while on a 
business trip in Miami Beach, 
Roosevelt said he got a call 
from his brother Franklin in 
New York, who told him: “ I ’m 
sorry old man, but Mummy’s 
gone.” 
Roosevelt said his mother 
spelled out her funeral arrange­ 
ments in a letter. She wrote: 
“ ...A simple oak coffin, covered 
not with flowers but with 
branches of evergreen from the 
Val-Kill woods; her wrists to be 
opened for fear of being buried 
alive; Charlie Cuman and Les 
Entrup of the Hyde Park 
luncheonette to be her pall­ 
bearers.” 
Roosevelt said his mother’s 
oak coffin rested in state at Val- 
K ill Cottage in Hyde Park, 
N Y , “ not under evergreen 
boughs, but covered with a 
magnificent floral blanket.” 
He did not say whether his 
mother’s desire to have her 
wrists cut after she died was 
carried out.

The meeting between Vance 
and the Korean official came as 
the President discussed the 
situation with congressional 
leaders. 
Speaker Thomas O’Neill said 
Carter told the leaders at a 
White House meeting, “ We’re 
exerting every power we possi­ 
ble can exert” on South Korea. 
O’Neill quoted Carter saying 
he sent the Korean president “ a 
message as strong as he pos­ 
sibly could,” and that “ he has 
done everything he humanly 
could do” in other ways to help 
federal and congressional in­ 
vestigators get testimony from 
Park. 
At the same time, the House 
Ethics Committee heard tes­ 
timony Tuesday from former 
Rep. Richard Hanna, D-Calif., 
an unindicted co-conspirator in 
the Park case, who says Park 
paid him more than $100,000 
over several years, including a 
share of Park's commissions on 
U.S. subsidized rice sales to 
Korea.

Public pins energy 
hopes on technology 


LOS A N G E LE S (U P I) - 
Pollster Mervin Field says the 
public thinks it is almost un- 
American to conserve energy 
and is convinced that some 
technological solution will end 
energy shortages. 
‘‘The public has a deep, 
abiding confidence,” he ex­ 
plained Tuesday, “ in the belief 
that if things really get tight, 
the smart, technical people, the 
profit-minded 
businessmen, 
will find a way to plug the gap. 
“ They are relying on the 
traditional belief that our 
technology and business system 
will find a quick way to develop 
enough clean sources of energy 
at reasonable costs.” 
Field, speaking at a symposi­ 
um examining the role of the 
news media in the energy 
crisis, said most Americans 


don’t seem to think there really 
is a crisis. 
Instead, he said, they believe 
the United States is still self- 
sufficient in energy and many 
think the energy industry in 
holding back a solution for its 
own selfish interests. 


Many of those who do unders­ 
tand the urgency of the 
problem, he added, feel it is 
somehow un-American to abide 
by energy conservation measu­ 
res. 


“ As a nation," he explained, 
“ we are being asked to depart 
from our historical proclivity of 
m ore and m ore use of 
everything. 
“ The public seems to feel 
that ‘Era of Lim its’ solutions 
and cutting back are negative 
rather than positive.”

billions in a few years. 
The bottles, made of a plastic 
called acrylonitrile. had been 
test marketed by Coca-Cola un­ 
der the “ Cycle Safe” brand in 
Providence, R .I., and a few 
other areas 
Ever since FDA gave its now 
rescinded approval to the bot­ 
tles in February, 1975, they 
have been attacked both as a 
potential health risk and as a 
possible source of environmen­ 
tal litter. 


On Tuesday the FDA issued a 
final order, effective about 90 
days from now, revoking its ap­ 
proval. The matter could wind 
up in the courts, but the Mon­ 
santo Corp , which made the 
bottles for Coca-Cola, gave no 
immediate indication it would 
sue. 
The development does not 
mean that soft drinks will never 
be sold in plastic bottles, but in­ 
dustry spokesmen have said the 
FDA decision has thrown the 
move toward plastic pop bottles 
for a loss. 
Pepsi-Cola has begun test 
marketing bottles made of 
polyester, a different kind of 
plastic, but sales are not 
widespread.

The FDA decision, originally 
proposed last March, left Mon­ 
santo alone with a reported 15 
million unsold bottles and a 
reported loss of up to $60 
million 
The Natural Resources De­ 
fense Council, which had waged 
the prim ary battle against 
acrylonitrile bottles, estimated 
last year that the containers 
could be selling at the rate of 10 
billion a year by 1980 if not stop­ 
ped, causing environmental 
contamination if buried or 
burned 
Monsanto had claimed they 
would be disposed of safely and 
had worked out a recycling 
program as part of its test 
marketing. 
The FDA said the only other 
use of the bottles it knew of 
besides Coca-Cola was for fruit 
juice which had been bottled by 
Musselman Fruit Products 


ATLANTA (U P I) - Attorney 
General Griffin Bell Tuesday 
night pledged to eliminate all 
organized crime enterprises on 
a comprehensive scale, rather 
than merely prosecuting rack­ 
eteers on a case-by-case basis.

William Whalen, director of 
the Park Service, ordered the 
service to condemn and eventu­ 
ally take control of privately 
held lands once owners indicate 
plans to add living accommoda­ 
tions or to expand commercial 
operations. 
The government previously 
has permitted wider latitude of 
construction, allowing 
the 
owner of a lot to build a private 
vacation home. 
Now Park Service officials 
w ill seek to condemn un­ 
developed 
property 
where 
owners plan relatively small 
dwellings or addition of build­ 
ings which could be used for 
more living space. 
“ The acreage involved is 
relatively small, but it has a 
high nuisance value,” said one 
Park Service official 
For example, he said 242 
acres within the boundaries of 
the 761,000-acre Yosemite Na­ 
tional Park in California are 
owned privately. 
“ But many of the private 
holdings are in strategic areas 
which would sooner or later 
cause trouble.” he said.

“ This approach will include 
concentration on the flow of il­ 
legal funds from organized

“ I also want federal authori­ 
ties to focus on eliminating the 
enterprises of organized crime 
rather than simply prosecuting 
individuals on a case-by-case 
basis,” said Bell. 
He also said the F B I is 
devoting “ more of its resour­ 
ces” to fighting white-collar 
crime. “ We are taking steps to 
equip federal investigators with 
the same sophisticated tools 
and techniques used by white- 
collar crim inals.” 
Bell dismissed reports that 
the Justice Department’s or­ 
ganized crime section may soon 
be disbanded. “ We are revital­ 
izing the department’s Strike 
Forces on Organized Crime in 
13 major cities and the respec­ 
tive U .S 
attorney’s offices 
which have organized crime un­ 
its,” he said. 
“ I have directed top officials 
in the department’s criminal 
division to explore new ways to 
attack organized crime groups. 
We may need to direct new at­ 
tention to the South and 
Southwest parts of the United 
States.” 


Bell said later the “ popula­ 
tion growth alone” in those two 
regions would justify increased 
enforcement, but declined to 
elaborate. 


He also said that to combat 
“ stealing from the govern­ 
ment,” the Justice Department 
may suggest that Congress 
“ prepare law enforcement im-

Medicaid. He said 200 F B I 
agents are now working on 
Medicaid and Medicare fraud 
cases.

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
The city is offering a huge cash 
reward in hopes of ending a 
“ vicious cycle of gang killings” 
which has terrorized Chinatown 
and nearly halted the tourist 
trade. 
Mayor George Moscone Tues­ 
day offered a $100,000 reward 
for anyone providing informa­ 
tion leading to the conviction of 
gang members who killed five 
persons in a bloody incident at 
the Golden Dragon restaurant 
in Chinatown Sept. 4. 
“ It is our hope that this un­ 
precedented reward will be suf­ 
ficient motivation to anyone 
who might have some informa­ 
tion which might lead the police 
to the killers.” Moscone said 
“ This vicious cycle of gang kill­ 
ings must and will be brought to 
an end in San Francisco.” 
Moscone said he had decided 


“ to offer the maximum reward 
allowable under the law” in an 
effort to find new leads to the 
case, which has stumped a 
special team of detectives 
working on the case. 
Since the restaurant shooting, 
in which three masked gunmen 
entered and sprayed bullets 
throughout the crowded re­ 
staurant. there have been two 
more killings linked to China­ 
town gangs 
One gang member was shot to 
death Sept. 11. apparently by a 
rival gang, and last Sunday 
morning a man was shot to 
death and a companion wound­ 
ed when he resisted a trio of 
robbers in a Chinatown gam­ 
bling hall. 
The killings have kept tou­ 
rists away from Chinatown and 
restaurants report business has 
been cut by half.

Nuclear fallout 
may miss California 


SA C RA M EN TO 
(U P I) - 
Fallo u t from last w eek’s 
Chinese nuclear test may miss 
California entirely, the state 
Department of Health said 
Tuesday. 


Department spokesman Bob 
Nance said tests on the radia­ 
tion monitoring equipment 
showed no fallout in California, 
but, additional studies will be 
conducted. 


Nance added that weather 
reports indicate the fallout 
cloud most likely will pass over 
Southern Alaska and down the 
eastern slopes of the Sierra 
Nevada, missing the state com­ 
pletely. 
“ All our tests, including the 
ones done today, are normal,” 
Nance said, adding that the 


state uses 15 monitors located 
the length of the state to 
measure radiation. 
He said a “ normal” reading 
varies from one part of the 
sta te to an o th er and is 
measured in pico-curies. 
A measurement of five pico- 
curies might be normal for one 
part of the state compared with 
200 to 300 pico-curies — about 
one millionth of a gram — 
measured at some stations dur­ 
ing the last round of above­ 
ground nuclear tests in the mid 
1950s 
A nuclear fallout cloud 
passed over the United States 
last year following a Chinese 
test and produced “ m ild” 
readings in Berkeley, Los 
Angeles and San Diego, Nance 
said.

Terminal cancer patient amazes 
doctors after taking Laetrile 


T O PEK A , Kan. 
(U P I) - 
Harry Walker, who had been 
confined to a wheelchair with 
terminal lung cancer, walked 
unaided Tuesday to the surprise 
of his physician who had reluc­ 
tantly consented to Walker’s 
wish to try Laetrile treatment. 
“ This morning when I came 
into the hospital — at quarter to 
seven — he came down the hall, 
trotting,” said Dr. Sidney 
Cohen. “ He scared me to 
death.” 
Last week Walker, 43, was 
confined to a wheelchair when 
he met with reporters. He and 
Cohen said he could not walk. 
The giant tumor on the front of 
his right shoulder had not 
responded to radiation or 
chenical therapy. 
Since then he has received 
five shots of the controversial 
cancer drug Laetrile, one each 
day since Friday. Cohen, who 
became involved in the Laetrile 
issue reluctantly at Walker’s 


urging, said he still does not 
believe in Laetrile, but admit­ 
ted his patient’s improvement 
has been remarkable. 
Even Walker said he doesn’t 
know if the drug — an extract of 
apricot pits banned by the Food 
and Drug Administration — 
works. 


“ I believe something is help­ 
ing m e,” said W alker. “ I 
believe something is helping me 
tremendously. I don’t know 
whether it’s Laetrile, whether 
it’s physical, psychological, or 
faith in the doctors or in the 
good Lord. ” 
"... or Harry Walker,” Cohen 
added. 
W hatever is causing it, 
Walker of Rossville, Kan , feels 
better. Wearing street clothes 
and sitting at a desk, Walker 
shook slightly from nervous­ 
ness. He said he had less pain, 
was using fewer pain killers, 
and was sleeping better. He 


said he did not expect to be fully 
cured by the controversial 
drug, but only hoped to keep his 
condition 
from 
becoming 
worse. 
“ You take one hurdle at a 
time, and it is a hurdle, not a 
brick wall.” he said turning his 
now-unused 
cigarette 
lighter 
over in his fingers. “ Work on 
the hurdles one at a time and 
when you get to the end, there 
won’t be a brick wall 
Cohen said the improvement 
in W alker’s condition has 
caused him to change his 
prediction that Walker had only 
two weeks to live 
“ I didn’t think it was pos­ 
sible,” the doctor said. “ I don t 
want to try to get specific, but I 
think we can erase that two- 
week figure.” 


BR ISBA N E, Australia (U P I) 
— Police have raided a labor 
camp where elderly persons 
were forced to work as virtual 
slaves — kept filth y and 
parasite-ridden on a meager 
diet and beaten for minor in­ 
fractions. 
Police today described condi­ 
tions at the camp in the outer 
Bribane suburb of Belmont as 
the “ worst case of human 
degradation” they had seen and 
called it a “ bush concentration 
camp." 
Six men were rescued in the 
raid Tuesday, all suffering 
from parasites and malnutri­ 
tion. One was hospitalized for 
injuries he suffered when he 
was hung by his heels and 
beaten, police said. 


Patty Hearst 
not returning 
to college 


SA N M A T E O ( U P I ) - 
Patricia Hearst says she is 
“ upset" with her attorney for 
telling a reporter that she has 
resumed her college education, 
according to the San Mateo 
Times. 
The newspaper Tuesday said 
a woman identifying herself as 
Miss Hearst called to take issue 
with a story quoting attorney 
Albert Johnson that she had 
gone back to school The Times 
said it confirmed that the caller 
was Miss Hearst. 
“ I am really upset with Mr. 
Johnson.” Miss Hearst told the 
newspaper. “ 1 don't know why 
hw d id LHi* T tu a I* not t r u e .” 
Miss Hearst, free on bail 
pending appeal of her convic­ 
tion for the 1974 robbery of a 
San Francisco bank 10 weeks 
after she was kidnaped by the 
Symbionese Liberation Army, 
said she is not enrolled in 
college and has no such plans 


“ Police and doctors were 
horrified at what they found,” 
said police spokesman Ian 
Hatcher. “ The victims said 
they had been brutalized for 
periods of up to 10 years. 
“ They reported brutality de­ 
signed to break their spirit 
while they were held prisoner,” 
H atcher said. “ Some had 
reported broken arms and legs 
during their period of imprison­ 
ment.” 
He said at least 200 men and 
women, mostly vagrants and 
d erelicts picked up from 
Brisbane’s parks, had lived at 
the camp over the years. 
Police Inspector Charles 
Sawyer said the camp opera­ 
tors would be charged under a 
law that requires a “ person 
having charge of another to be 
responsible for providing the 
necessities to sustain life and 
health.” 
“ Apart from that, we are 
seeking evidence of fraud and 
forgery involving victims’ pen­ 
sion (social security) checks 
having been taken from them," 
Sawyer said. The current pen­ 
sion rate is $51 a week 
Police said they will press 
charges against at least two 
members of a wealthy Pakis­ 
tani family, though they did not 
id e n t if y the o w n e rs or 
operators of the camp. 


Doctors who went along with 
30 policemen on the raid said 
the “ hovels” where the labor­ 
ers lived were infested with 
verm in and unfit even for 
animals, and had no running 
water nor toilet facilities. 


T h e la b o re r s w e r e fo r c e d to 
work seven days a week from 
dawn to dusk on logging and 
other agricultural tasks and 
were fed only stale bread and 
thin stew once a day. 
Police were alerted to condi­ 
tions at the camp by a man who 
escaped two months ago.

Tulare County coroner’s 
deputies Tuesday identified a 
body found in a shallow grave 
Sept. 10 as Uhlik’s. No arrests 
have been made 
Uhlik, 56. gained worldwide 
attention on July 25. 1953, when 
he loaded his wife and two 
children and four other adults 
into his homemade tank and 
crashed through machine-gun 
fire to cross the Czech border 
into West Germany. 
It took him three years to 
build the seven-ton vehicle, 
which became known as the

Uhlik lived quietly near 
Fresno until September 1974 
when plainclothes sheriff s 
deputies went to his home to 
serve some routine court 
papers 
He met the deputies 
with a hand-built armored car, 
which he designed and assem­ 
bled at his home for hunting and 
firefighting 


Uhlik was finally captured 
after several exchanges of gun­ 
fire and later was placed on six 
months' 
probation 
after 
pleading no contest to disturb­ 
ing the peace. 
He later testified in court he 
thought the plainclothesmen 
were terrorists trying to kill 
him

Camper knew he wouldn't 
be coming home again

R IP L E Y , W.Va. ( U P I) - 
Mrs Charles A Marion looked 
at her son as he prepared to 
leave home for a brief camping 
trip and said she would see him 
in a day or so. 
“ No,” came the hushed 
response, and James Marion 
drove off 
Within 24 hours, the gifted, 
three-sport athlete and excep­ 
tional high school student was 
dead 
He slipped from an in­ 
flated raft and drowned in 90 
feet of water at Sutton Lake. 
His uncanny “ no” last month 
was something the Marions had 
come to expect 
From pre-school days, he 
knew his life would be short. 


“ It broke our hearts, but it 
was like the pieces of a puzzle 
falling into place.” Mrs. Marion 
said. 
As a youngster. James often 
lugged the huge family Bible 
about and begged his parents to 
read the scriptures, and to tell 
him about heaven and hell. 
“ From the time he was five 
or six. he said he wouldn’t 
reach 30.” the mother said. “ He 
said that God had revealed it to 
him and we believed him.”

It was last night, minutes after 
the Los Angeles Dodgers had clinched 
the National League West title with a 3-1 
victory over the San Francisco Giants 
It was a solid team victory — this title 
clinching game — but Lasorda, the 
rookie manager who says he bleeds 
Dodger blue, clearly was the hero. 
“ He gave us thè inspiration,’’ said 
Steve Garvey, the veteran first 
baseman “ Some people see Tom as a 
PR type or a clown, but he is as solid a 
manager as there is. He made us believe 
in ourselves. There were times we didn’t 
play well but he cracked the whip and 
kept us going ” 
“ Tom believes in his players, and I 
think that is his strong suit,” said Rick 
Monday, whose towering homer to right 
in the second inning was the big blow in 
the title-clinching victory “ I had a lot of 
physical problems this year and he was 
sympathetic to my cause. How can I 
forget that7” 
Tommy John was the winning pitcher 


in the clincher. He went 8 2-3 innings for 
his 19th victory and to a candidacy for Cy 
Young Award honors. Lasorda already 
has selected him to pitch the first game 
in the championship series, presumably 
against Philadelphia 
“ Of course. I ’m thrilled Tom picked 
me to pitch the opener,” said John, who 
came off the junk pile last year to win 10 
games when most people had given up on 
him completely “ Because we won this 
thing easily a lot of people tend to 
overlook the job Tom did. He’s an out­ 
standing manager.” 
Lasorda was in the middle of all the 
horseplay in the Dodger dressing room 
last night and he seemed to enjoy 
himself more than the players, but he 
never forgot to get in a plug for the team. 
First, the players encircled him in the 
middle of the room and doused him with 
a dozen bottles of champagne. “ How 
sweet it is,” Lasorda shouted through 
the tumult “ What a great bunch of guys 
you are ” 
A little later, the players carried 
Lasorda into the showers and soaked 
him thoroughly. “ How sweet it is.” 
Lasorda shouted again 
“ I love you, 


every one of you.” 
Still later, a couple of players picked 
up a plastic garbage bag full of ice cubes 
and poured the contents over their 
manager. “ Hey, that’s cold, but how 
sweet it is.” Lasorda said. “ I hope this 
night never ends.” 
Finally having his fill. Lasorda paused 
to talk with newsmen. 
“ We came out of spring training this 
year feeling we could beat anyone, and 
we did.” Lasorda said. “ We had the 
mental toughness you need to win, and 
don’t forget, we beat a great Cincinnati 
team to win the division. Hell, that team 
has a roster full of future Hall of 
Famers. 
“ No one rated us that high They all 
thought the Reds would win it again this 
year, but we came out smoking in April, 
gained a big lead and we never gave it 
up. We won this thing like champions 
Beating out a team like Cincinnati is a 
tremendous accomplishment. 
“ Now. we have to get ourselves ready 
to play the Phillies (in the Championship 
Series). We will be playing a great club, 
but we are great, too. We are looking 
forward to the Series and it should be a 


tremendous one. Our goal starting in spr­ 
ing training was to go all the way, and I 
think we can.” 
John, who never has won more than 16 
games in any one season of the 13 he has 
pitched in the majors, struck out five 
batters and walked four. He worked out 
of a two-out bases-loaded jam in the first 
but wasn’t allowed to finish the game 
when the Giants finally nicked him for a 
run and had the tying runs on base with 
two out in the ninth. 
Lasorda brought in Lance Rautzhan, 
who struck out pinchhitter Gary 
Thomasson to end the game. 
“ The manager did the right thing in 
removing me,” said John. “ Sure I would 
have liked to finish but winning the game 
was more important than any one in­ 
dividual.” 
Monday has suffered with back 
problems all season long. But he looked 
as healthy as a bull as he jumped on a 
fastball from Giants pitcher Ed Halicki 
and hit it into the upper deck in right for 
the game-winning blow. It was one of the 
longest homers ever hit in Candlestick 
Park. 
“ It was a tremendous thrill for me to

hit the homer,” said Monday, “ not so 
much to hit the ball that hard but that it 
helped the team win the game we wanted 
to win.” 
“ We won the division clearly,” said 
Garvey, “ and we did it with a perfect 
blend of offense and pitching. I think we 
have the best pitching staff in baseball.

“ This is a return to glory,” Garvey ad­ 
ded. “ We are back where we should be.

That was three years 
ago and now no one ever talks about it. 
This is a new year and a new deal. 
“ It sure is.” said Lasorda. “ And how 
sweet it is.”

Changes forced Buzzie to retire 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - E J. 
“ Buzzie” Bavasi resigned as 
the San Diego Padres’ presi­ 
dent Tuesday. 
John Mattei, the Padres’ 
trainer, said Bavasi found it dif­ 
ficult to adapt to the changes in 
baseball 
“From a health standpoint, 
maybe he just had to get out,” 
Mattei said. “The game has 
gotten very difficult because of 
all the new things — free 
agents, player agents, playing 


out your option. 
“For baseball, it’s no longer 
one-on-one. You sit down and 
talk contract and it’s lawyers, 
agents, everything. Maybe it 
got to him. All I know is I saw 
Walter Alston in Los Angeles 
last week and he looks 10 years 
younger now than he did when 
he had the pressure of the 
Dodgers on him.”

Getting gunk out of carving 


POLLY'S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — I have an heirloom hope chest with 
intricate carving on the lid and the problem is with the 
“ gunk” in those tiny crevices that refuses to come out 1 
would appreciate some suggestions. — ELIZABETH. 
DEAR ELIZABETH — I presume you are refinishing 
your chest. If so, and you are using paint remover, go 
over the carving with the remover and leave it on long 
enough to penetrate through the “ gunk” . When loosen­ 
ed, wipe it away with burlap or another rough fabric. 
You may have to resort to a cotton tipped stick for digg­ 
ing it out. When the excess is out, wash any residue 
away with turpentine or more paint remover. Then 
rinse and dry. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I have been looking for a job and have 
been called in for several interviews.

The key to the whole 
problem was that the Senate 
did not have one single con­ 
census on what should be done. 
Ordinarily, committee work 
takes care of the concensus 


and moves out only one bill for 
amendments, refinements or 
whatever. This did not occur 
with property tax relief. The 
Senate worked with two wide­ 
ly divergent bills and split 
their forces and support. 
“ That was dum b,” As­ 
semblyman Willie Brown Jr., 
stated. 
Governor Brown told a 
group of editors last Saturday 
night that he was just going to 
let the Senate go home and 
“meditate” over their action 
before he would call a special 
session to tackle the needed 
property tax relief. 
In the meantime, property 
tax payers are mad enough to 
sign just about any initiative 
petition. It appears they have 
given up on the legislative 
process, so mired in politics 
and indecision. 
We can't blame them.

WASHINGTON — It looks as if the 
White House may base the future price 
of natural gas on a study that was strong­ 
ly influenced by the friendly folks who 
sell natural gas. 
The new Energy Deparmtent, which 
will take jurisdiction over the energy 
muddle next month, will have the power 
to set interstate gas 
rates 
The Energy 
R e s e a r c h 
and 
D e v e l o p m e n t Ad­ 
ministration, 
meanwhile, came up 
with a study that 
would undercut the 
White House’s pricing 
policies. 
The report 
has been forwarded to 
the White House. 
Now a confidential 
Senate investigation 
has found the study 
was tainted 
An alarmed Sen. Howard 
Metzenbaum, D-Ohio. has written to 
energy czar James Schlesinger about the 
findings. 
“Disturbing information regarding in­ 
fluence exerted by the natural gas in­ 
dustry upon the development and conclu­ 
sions of the natural gas supply study...,” 
he wrote, “has been brought to my atten­ 
tion.” 
He informed Schlesinger that the 
ERDA task force had relied heavily on 
an earlier study by the Stanford 
Research Institute. 
Delcared Metzen­ 
baum: “Natural gas industry represen­ 
tatives had the final say on the cost-of- 
production estimates which were incor­ 
porated into the Stanford Research In­ 
stitute study.” 
The Stanford group, he said, had 
engaged in some mysterious sleight of 
hand. 
At the beginning of the study in 
1975. the group estimated the available 
gas supplies were 25 per cent higher than 
the figure it is now using. 
This strange shrinkage in the supply 
estimates caused an equivalent rise in 
the cost-of-production estimates 
Now 
the natural gas industry can cite the 


higher cost estimates to justify higher 
prices. 
Metzenbaum referred to this 
juggling as a “manipulation of cost 
figures” affecting "about one-fifth of the 
total gas supply projected.” 
Apparently, 
the 
industry influence 
went even beyond the Stanford study. 
The ERDA task force’s Christian 
Knudsen was compelled to discard his 
own gas supply curve, he told Metzen­ 
baum, because it “conflicted with the in­ 
dustry’s supply estimates.” As a result, 
Knudsen was removed from the task 
force. 
The director of the ERDA team, Philip 
White, admitted that Knudsen’s findings 
were ignored in favor of the industry’s 
estimates. Or to put it in the words of 
White’s aide. Hugh Guthrie. Knudsen’s 
curve was “inconsistent with current in­ 
dustry experience.” 
Significantly, both White and Guthrie 
came to the government from the oil and 
gas industry. White was on the payroll of 
Standard Oil of Indiana for 37 years and 
still draws a $43,000 annual pension from 
a company trust 
And Guthrie collects 
$15,000 a year from Shell Oil after 33 
years with the company. 
Footnote: White admitted the ERDA 
report drew information and suggestions 
from the industry. But he insisted: “We 
deal in technical not political decisions." 
K nudsen’s curve, he said, was 
“ somewhat naive.” Guthrie agreed with 
White and stressed that their personal in­ 
tegrity should not be questioned. 
CIA VIEW A fascinating CIA report, 
intended for official eyes only, il­ 
lustrates ironically that publicity is 
more effective than secrecy in combat­ 
ting the international drug dealers. 
We have warned repeatedly that the 
United States is losing the war against 
drugs The rising tide of incoming heroin 
and cocaine has swamped law enforce­ 
ment agencies 
In 
a May 9 column, we identified 
Thailand’s two top narcotics traffickers. 
Chang Kai-cheng and Chang Ching-chen, 
who were directing illegal shipments to 
the United States We reported that both 


men not only posed as legitimate 
businessmen but had close ties to Thai 
officials. 
One week later, House Narcotics 
Chairman Lester Wolff, D-N.Y., named 
six more drug kingpins in Thailand. The 
effect of this double-barreled publicity 
blast, according to the CIA report, was 
to blow the top off the multi-billion- 
dollar Thai opium trade, at least tem­ 
porarily. 
Of course, the CIA doesn’t concede the 
press played any role in breaking up the 
narcotics ring. Yet the CIA report lists 
five pages of names, dates and details 
that stem from our May 9 story. 
All 
“eight major narcotics traf­ 
fickers...,” reports the CIA, “have gone 
into hiding.” 
Four have fled into the 
hinterland and joined the remnants of 
the Chinese Nationalist armies carrying 
on the opium trade in the Burma-Laos- 
Thailand “golden triangle ” 
The CIA reports that Chang Kai-cheng 
“asked for Shan (guerrilla) protection 
and was sent to a Shan camp in Mae 
Hong Son province.” Chang Chin-cheng, 
according to the CIA, “was making plans 
to leave Thailand, (and) it is believed he 
left the country.” 
One of the drug dealers fingered by the 
congressm an, 
Ma Yao-tung, “ has 
recently been under considerable mental 
strain.” says the CIA. 
Following Rep. 
Wolff's revelations, “ Ma Yao-tung was 
unusually abrupt and curt in his dealing 
with narcotics buyers ... (He) arranged 
for the destruction of his personal papers 
before abandoning his residence.” 


Assessing the effects of the publicity, 
the CIA estimates: “The probable result 
is that the flow of narcotics will continue 
under new sponsorship but at a reduced 
rate ... Not only have the well-known 
traffickers fled but also a number of the 
not-so-well-known ’ ’ 


At the same time, the CIA warned that 
new narcotics groups are now organizing 
in Indonesia. Singapore, Malaysia, Hong 
Kong and Macao to take the place of the 
panicky Thai smugglers.

Those who believe that the United Na­ 
tions is entirely irrelevant (and there are 
many who believe this) are correct up to 
a point. 
It is true that moral declara­ 
tions issuing from the UN and bearing its 
moral pedigree are suspect, in the same 
sense that professions of virtue from 
political candidates are suspect Mostly, 
UN declarations are 
filed away somewhere 
until the time comes 
to celebrate the an­ 
niversary of their pas­ 
sage, at which point 
they are trotted out. 
But every now and 
then the UN does very 
c o n c r e t e 
h a r m , 
Rhodesia being a case 
in point 
Lord Home, when he 
r e t u r n e d 
to 
Her 
M ajesty’s G overn­ 
ment as Secretary for Foreign Affairs in 
1973, admitted that if the Conservative 
Party had been in power, it would not 
have 
gone along when sanctions were 
voted by the Security Council against 
Rhodesia in 1965. 
Why*» 
Because, he 
said, he does not believe in sanctions ex­ 
cept in extreme circumstances, and the 
Rhodesian situation was not an extreme 
circumstance. 
At the time. Dean 
Acheson fiercely denounced the imposi­ 
tion of sanctions as clearly in violation of 
the UN Charter inasmuch as the govern­ 
ment of Rhodesia, having cleared its in­ 
dependence of Great Britain, was cm its 
own as regards internal arrangements 
Just the same, Great Britain, in a fit of 
pique that would have great resonance, 
asked for, and got, sanctions 
Years went by and last spring, seeking 
to tighten these sanctions, the Security 
Council voted to freeze all Rhodesian 
funds everywhere in the world (except 
when used to pay pensions). The idea 
was to immobilize the two or three 
Rhodesian Information Offices extant. 
Why? One would think that the mighty 
powers represented at the Security 
Council would have very little to fear 
from the tiny little office in Washington 
whose annual budget is $200.000 and 
whose principal executive, Mr Kenneth 
Towsey. has duly registered as an agent 


of a foreign power. What harm can he 
do9 
Certainly Mr. Towsey has been in a 
position to be useful to newspapermen 
who desire information about Rhodesia 
that isn’t easy to get elsewhere. 
Needless to say. the Rhodesian Informa­ 
tion Office makes the case for the 
Rhodesian Government — that is its job. 
But in doing so it handles a great deal of 
m aterial 
— 
s t o r ie s, 
s t a t i s t ic s , 
photographs, field accounts, notices of 
negotiations — which do not come in 
automatically from the world’s press, 
and do not come in at all from the front­ 
line press. 


When terrorists from Zambia descend 
on a Christian mission in Rhodesia and 
murder a few nuns, that information is 
not likely to reach us courtesy of the 
Zambian Information Service, and one 
cannot count on AP’s being on the spot. 
So when the resolution to freeze 
Rhodesian funds was offered, and U.S. 
representative Andrew Young voted in 
favor of it. a group of journalists addres­ 
sed a letter to President Carter asking 
whether he intended to interpret that 
resolution as requiring him to freeze 
funds payable for the maintenance of the 
Rhodesian Information Office 
Among 
the signers were Patrick Buchanan, John 
Chamberlain, Stanton Evans, James 
Jackson Kilpatrick, and Nick Thim- 
mesch 
President Carter has, to this 
day. not answered their patient inquirty. 


However, Mr Hodding Carter III, As­ 
sistant Secretary for Public Affairs and 
Department Spokesman, a gentleman 
journalist who not long ago used to write 
in plain English, has now replied to an in­ 
quiry from someone in Corvallis, Oregon 
with the news that yes indeed, the State 
Department intends to freeze the Rhode­ 
sian currency, upon recommendation 
from 
the Treasury 
Department. 
“ Although the 
Resolution 
was not 
specifically directed against infor­ 
mational activities,” he writes, “the 
Rhodesian Information Office ... clearly 
falls within the category of offices 
referred to in the Resolution ” 
On the question whether this deprives 
U S citizens of their First Amendment 
rights to find out what’s going on. Mr. 


Carter is absolutely chirpy with op­ 
timism. “American citizens will still be 
able to obtain information about 
Rhodesia from other sources, including 
directly from the regime in Salisbury.” 
American citizens may, in fact, prove 
better able to obtain information about 
Rhodesia from Salisbury, than from the 
White House, given the President’s long 
silence in response to the inquiring cor­ 
respondents 


One would hope there would be some 
limit — somewhere — to the indignities 
the United States is willing to undertake 
in behalf of our blood-war against 
Rhodesia, 
Why don’t we prohibit 
Americans from sending postcards to 
friends in Rhodesia? 
Perhaps after 
ascertaining that the addressee is white, 
instead of black? 
The United Nations 
when it is all over, will prove to the 
world that she has succeeded in breaking 
a butterfly upon a wheel. 
No doubt 
General Amin will attend the celebra­ 
tion

Dear Editor, 
Do the people the Record interviewed 
about their opinion of the liquid natural 
gas plant near Point Conception realize 
what Santa Barbara County would be 
getting into if this facility became a 
reality9 
LNG Is such a dangerous product that 
Oxnard and Long Beach were not 
allowed to have the facility, because the 
potential for killing that many people 
and destroying that much manmade 
property was too great. A remote site 
with few people had to be found. Ap­ 
parently Lompoc was small enough to 
qualify for this risk Consult a map 
Lompoc is the closest city, only twelve 
miles north of the proposed LNG site. 
Escaped gas in a vapor cloud from a spill 
could travel within a radius of thirty-five 
miles, though it would probably explode 
before that, as the gas from the pipeline 
exploded recently when a van ran into it. 
That such a spill could happen is proved 
by the refusal of state officials to place 
the facility in a heavily populated area. 
Who is to pay for this extremely costly 
scheme9 It would cost five or six times 
more than the present supplies of gas. It 
costs more because it has to be frozen to 
one six-hundredth of its original volume, 
shipped in specially constructed ships, 
from as far as Indonesia to a huge 
receiving station and out through new 
pipelines The consumer, all of us now 
using gas, would pay for all this and also 
the gas company’s profits and taxes. 
It is not true that LNG is our only 
source of new gas. According to recent 
Record articles, a pipeline from Mex­ 
ican gas fields to the western U.S. will be 
completed by 1979 
Also. “California 
should get natural gas through a new 
trans-Canada pipeline from 
Alaska 
within about five years.” We also have 
the Elk Hills and Texas supplies and a 
possibility of reduction of demand by us­ 
ing energy conservation and alternatives 
such as solar heating. There is also a 
problem that, if such a huge investment 
as the LNG system is made, Californians 
would have to use the more expensive 
gas and would lose the opportunity for 
cheaper alternatives. 
Another thing that bothers me is the 
high-handed manner this dangerous and 
costly project has been forced on the 
county of Santa Barbara, mainly because 
we have saved some of our coastland in 
its natural state The way this site is be­ 
ing selected is typical of a dictatorship, 
where those in power in the state make 
arbitrary decisions. In a democracy, the 
people have a voice in deciding what’s 
good for them. How would you descrbe a 
decision with no hearings, no En­ 
vironmental Impact Review, no input 
from adjoining neighbors whose lives 
and property would be endangered, no 
approval of iocal governments affected? 
Even if this were a good project, this 
way of doing things is undemocratic.

And cultured pearls in any 
shape are good investments 
no matter what shape your 
budget. Over the past five 
years, these precious jewels 
from the sea have tripled in 
value. 


Pearl oysters only grow in 
special areas, which have be­ 
come smaller and smaller as 
man continues to foul the 
seas. So each year, cultured 
pearls grow scarcer and 
greater in value. 


This year, though, the 
value of cultured pearls lies 
in what they do for fall fash­ 
ions, as well as what they do 
in worth. 


America’s top fashion de­ 
signers apparently see pearls 
as the loveliest mate for fash­ 
ions. And from the trends 
they are setting, it looks like a 
long term love affair.

Black patent shoes are al­ 
ways worn with full dress. 
This is usually the required 
attire for debutante balls, 
Mardi Gras and other impor­ 
tant society balls, state din­ 
ners and diplomatic events. 
•Black Tie. Required for 
dances and events to which 
the women will be dressing 
formally, in the evening. 
Less rigid than the “ White 
T ie” designation, “ Black 
Tie” can mean any kind of 
formal tuxedo, in any color. 
Traditionally, this indicates a 
black tuxedo or a white din­ 
ner jacket with black formal 
trousers. 
Black patent shoes are also 
worn with tuxedos, and can 
often be rented from for­ 
malwear specialists. 
The tie should be black (a 
bow tie) if the traditional 
black and white is worn—or 
it should match the suit if the 
suit is in a fashion color. 
C o n tem p o rary fashion 
tuxedos come in such colors 
as chocolate, burgundy. deep 
green for winter, and light 
shades for summer or warm 
climates. 
Pastel shirts are often worn 
with both the contemporary 
fo rm a ls an d th e b la c k 
tu x e d o . V e lv e t d in n e r 
jackets are often available at 
formalwear specialists’ too, 
and look fashion right for 
formal dances. 
The one designation some­ 
times seen on invitations that 
makes no sense at all, accord 
ing to Mr. B uczynski, is 
“ Black Tie Optional.” 
“ A dance is formal, or it’s 
informal,” he emphasizes. 
“ There’s no point in calling 
formal attire optional. 
” If a dance or other impor­ 
tant event is to be memora­ 
ble, it should be designated 
‘Black Tie,’ and this wording 
should be on the invitations 
to any dance to which the 
women plan to wear formal 
gowns. This makes it plain to 
those invited that it’s a spe­ 
cial occasion.” 
Will men quibble about 
getting into a tuxedo? 
“ M aybe at first,” Mr. 
Buczynski admits. “ But men 
ei\joy dressing formally more 
than they admit. They look 
better, they feel better—and 
all they need is a compliment 
or two to help them relax and 
have a good tim e.”

4) Waistband. A waistband 
made of two or more layers of 
fabric will reduce stretching 
in that area. If the jeans have 
no waistband, look for inter­ 
facing (an extra layer of fiirn 
fabric sewn into the waist 
seam for stability). 


5) Zipper. The zipper will 
be more durable if the fabric 
on both sides has been turned 
under and stitched (d).
